Variety Concert Successful 

Voted as one of the best variety concerts 
ever held in the Crows Nest Pass District, the 
Crows Nest Pass Band, the Crows Nest Pass 
Symphony Orchestra, the Crows Nest Pass 
Chorus and Song Flute Band presented a two- 
hour-long concert of music that entertained a 
record audience of close to 500 persons. 


Using a flanograph Mr. Hughson 
explained in detail the function 
of the Credit Union League and of 
Credit Unions, pointing out the im¬ 
portant role the Credit Unions have 
played in community life by pro¬ 
viding a people’s means to an end. 

Following Mr. Hughson’s inform¬ 
ative talk, the meeting retired to 
the upstairs section of. the hall, 
where the annual meeting was 
held. • 

Mr. Cornett presented the di¬ 
rectors’ report, which indicated 
that the Coleman Credit Union 
had again enjoyed a successful 
year. He said that the branch had 
now moved into an office on the 
main street and that for the con¬ 
venience and service of the mem¬ 
bers, the office was open all week 
and a full-time secretary-treasur¬ 
er was engaged. 

On behalf of the Credit Union, 
Mr. Cornett expressed thanks to 
Mrs. Anna Jones, the secretary- 
treasurer, for her fine work dur¬ 
ing the year. 

He the nstated that the Board of 
Directors had recommended that 
a patronage dividend of 14 per 
cent be paid, shares 3% per cent 
and a deposit interest of 2 per 
cent. This recommendation was 
later approved by the member¬ 
ship. It was also pointed out that 
44 new members had joined. The 
membership fees were raised from 
75c to 90c. 

Mrs. Jones then presented the 
treasurer’s report which showed 
that total share assets njv. were 
$95,674.99. During the past year, 
69 loans were approved totalling 
$51,562.70. 

Les Owen gave a report on the 
supervisory committee ,g'ving a 
detailed talk on the activities of 
this committee. 

John Owen, speaking for me 
Credit Committee, gave aa outline 
of the loans made during the year 
and stated that despite the auster¬ 
ity program adopted by the gov¬ 
ernment, which caused *11 bank¬ 
ing houses and Credit Unions, con¬ 
siderable grief, the looal Credit 
Union had been able to approve 
most of the loan applications. He

Peter Antonenko 
Passes Suddenly 

Peter Antonenko, Coleman old- 
timer, died unexpectedly at his 
home here on Friday afternoon, 
February 15. 

Mr. Antonenko, 64 years of age 
was born in the Ukraine on Aug¬ 
ust 15th, 1899. He came to Canada 
at an age of 13 settling in Beilis, 
Alberta with his parents. He came 
to Coleman in the early 1920’s and 
gained employment as a miner at 
the McGillivray mine where he 
worked until 1959 when he retired 
due to an illness. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Coleman local of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
the Ukrainian Society and of the 
Greek Orthodox faith. 

He is survived by his wife 
Kaziemera at Coleman, two sons 
Peter of Dawson Creek and Rich¬ 
ard of Fort St. John, three daught¬ 
ers Irene (Mrs. Bob Cruickshank) 
of Dawson Creek, Olga (Mrs. Neil 
McLeod) of Fort St. John, and 
Nina at home, thirteen grandchild¬ 
ren, three brothers, Andy serv¬ 
ing with the RCAF in Nova Scotia, 
Nick of Edson, Mike of Robb, Al¬ 
berta and four sisters, Nini (Mrs.

parliament, 113 stood solidly be¬ 
hind the Prime Minister in endors¬ 
ing his policy on defence and the 
use of nuclear weapons. 

Canada had been thrown into a 
state of confusion in last year’s 
election because of splinter groups 
—neither of which had national 
policies. With three groups in the 
House of Commons, and tihe atti¬ 
tude of the Liberal party deter¬ 
mined immediately parliament as¬ 
sembled, to overthrow the govern¬ 
ment, it was impossible because 
of their obstruction, amounting to 
a prolonged filibuster, to pass leg¬ 
islation prepared by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Finally, winning over the sup¬ 
port of the splinter groups, they 
attained their objective, regardless 
of the national interests. 

Addressing the convention in 
„ support of Dr. Kindt, the Hon. 
Walter Dinsdale, member for 
Brandon-Souris, Manitoba, since 
1951, referred to the early days 
of the Conservative party under 
Sir John A. Macdonald, united 
Canada’s first Prime Minister. 

It was under his regime that a 
truly national policy was followed, 
and since Confederation the peo¬ 
ple had adhered to the two-party 
system. This nation had prospered 
under the two parties, even though 
the Liberal party had its eyes

As Minister of Northern Affairs 
and National Resources, he out¬ 
lined the progress being made in 
the Northwest Territories, and the 
building of a railroad and other 
facilities to help in the develop¬ 
ment of natural resources. In its 
five years of office there has been 
a steady increase in exports, and 
the prairie farmers had benefit¬ 


ed through the sale of wheat to 
foreign countries, whereby the 
huge surplus of grain had been 
eliminated. 

Mrs. Kindt was given a vote of 
appreciation for her assistance in 
the parliamentary duties of her 
husband, as she has resided in 
Ottawa during the . sessions and 
last year was president of the 
Parliamentary Wives Assn.
